Republican Councilman John 
K rysa, angered over the repeat­ 
ed nam ing of a broker of rec­ 
ord, said he knew why Barnum 
and Bailey Circus was about to 
fold. It was because, he said, 
-“ the circus has moved to M or­ 
risville.” 
Another 
councilwoman,

D em ocrat, rapped her m ajority- 
ruling fellow D em ocrats 
over 
the sam e appointm ent. 


Charges ‘Railroading’ 
Councilwoman M rs. Florence 
K rause accused her com patri­ 
ots with “ railroading” the item . 
John Basko was appointed brok­ 
er, replacing John Kotz who re ­ 
cently had been nam ed to re­ 
place the Quinn Agency. 
Mrs. K rause repeatedly called 
out “ point of order” and charg­ 
ed the council with failing to 
follow parliam entary procedure 
according to R oberts Rules. 
She claim ed the council need­ 
ed 
a 
two-thirds 
m ajority 
to 
throw out Kotz and nam e Basko. 
Borough Solicitor Charles Con- 
turso ruled the council was w ith­ 
in its rights. 


To Appeal 
Mrs. 
K rause 
steadfastedly 
m aintained procedure was

followed and said she would file 
an appeal. “ Talk about railroad­ 
ing!” was the exact phrase she 
used in describing the appoint­ 
ment. 
Basko was nam ed broker by a 
4-3 m ajority, with M rs.

M ichael Dem- 
ech, council president, said he 
went along too. He said he un­ 
derstood the question and th a t 
the answ er w as that M orris­ 
ville^ problem could be solved 
by building a new filter plant.
